Germany had cause to resent the 
Valencia government planes’ attack on 
a German ship engaged with British 
and French ships in guarding the 
Spanish coast. The tolly of that at¬ 
tack was equalled by the insensate 
fury with which Germany “got-even,” 
by reducing to ruins a Small Spanish 
port that had no share in' the offence. 
Having destroyed the place and killed 
a lot of innocent men, women and 
children, the Nazi press announced 
national honor had been vindicated. It 
is as if two planes from Edmonton 
dropped a few bombs on Regina. Re¬ 
gina retorts by dropping three hun¬ 
dred shells into High River. It is pret¬ 
ty tough on High River, but Saskatch¬ 
ewan’s honor has to be vindicated.

British and French ships doing simi¬ 
lar patrol work were damaged by bel¬ 
ligerents, but neither country exacted 
vengeance or threatened to make it a 
casus belli. Both countries now have 
to exert all their power to keep Italy 
and Germany from making this inci¬ 
dent the cause of a general war. They 
have retired from the non-intervention 
Committee at London and have order¬ 
ed more warships to the troubled zone 
and threaten to hold up Russian ves¬ 
sels suspected of carrying contraband. 
Thus a new danger is added to an al¬ 
ready grave situation.

The Germany-Italy alliance is being 
continued under difficulties. Britain is 
trying to pry them apart on the Span¬ 
ish question, and Germany does not 
want to break with Britain, but, out¬ 
side of that, each ally makes the part¬ 
nership embarrassing. Nazi persecu¬ 
tion of Roman Catholics is awkward 
for Mussolini who has a concordat with 
the Vatican. This concordat cannot be 
maintained effectually if II Duce does 
not do something to restrain Der Fueh¬ 
rer’s fanaticism, not an easy task, for 
Hitler is almost as intent upon sep- 
pressing the clregy, Catholic and Prot¬ 
estant alike, as he is in suppressing 
Jewry. Mussolini was once (very anti- 
Catholic, but he needs the support of 
the Vatican. At any rate he chnnot 
afford to risk the Papal displeasure by- 
standing in with the oppressor of the 
churches. His position is a delicate 
one for neither can he afford to break 
his alliance with Germany. The two 
dictators have to hang together or 
hang separately.

Reasons for Wheat 
DrO^Since April 

(Searle Grain Research) 

From October hist to April 1937, 
wheat rose like a rocket from $1.10 to 
$1.50. From April to this June it fell 
like a rock from $1.50 to $1.14. 

Why these great changesJn price? 

The supply of wheat has been about 
as expected, practically unchanged. 
There have been no important changes 
in money, currency, or in foreign ex¬ 
change. 

The simple answer is that the price 
fluctuations were caused solely by fluc¬ 
tuations in turn of that most import¬ 
ant factor—the demand for the pro¬ 
duct. 

From October to April certain Eur6- 
pean countries suddenly and unexpect¬ 
edly most feverishly increased their 
demands for wheat. After April these 
extra demands began to fade away un¬ 
til today they hardly exist. Perhaps 
the w r axing and waning of the “fear of 
war” was at the bottom of if all. 

The situation reminds us forcibly 
that price is goyerned not alone by 
supply but equally well by demand. 

It is unfortunate, however, that 
while there are most excellent statis¬ 
tics about wheat supplies, and about 
money, to guide us, there are only at 
the best "intelligent guesses,” and cer¬ 
tainly no statistics, to help us to ap¬ 
praise demand. 

Following factors have tended to 
raise prices—Presence of black stem 
rust spores in winter wheat belt in nor¬ 
thern Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas, 
and spring wheat area at Mfcnden, 
North Dakota. Ruins badly needed in 
Canadian West—Argentine corn and 
linseed rapidly going into consumption 
abroad—Hungarian wheat estimates 
below 1936—Heavy rains in U.S. 
southwest cause widespread lodging. 

Following factors have tended to 
lower price—Decrease ip Chinese 
v heat imports—Prospects of large U 
S. wheat crop—Favorable development 
in U.S. spring wheat belt—Continental 
buyers anticipate largest U.S. crop in 
several years—Cuban pineapple crop 
large—Good apple crop indicated in 
Nova Scotia. 


Dr. G. Fred McNally, Deputy Minister 
of Education Addresses*‘Well Attended 

Meeting of Ratepayers in Vulcan 

Between 86 and lOO’fatepayers were 
present at a meeting held in the Can¬ 
adian Legion hall on Monday, June 14, 
at which Dr. G. F. McNally, Deputy 
Minister of Education and Captain W. 
H. Edwards, public school inspector of 
this district, delivered -addresses in 
connection with the organization and 
formation of enlarged school units. 
Mr. A. J. Maisey, of Kirkcaldy, acted 
as chairman of the meeting. 

Dr. McNally, who is a very convinc¬ 
ing speaker, dealt fully with the bene¬ 
fits to be derived from the formation 
of such a unit, and he also brought 
forward the points of objection that 
Had been raised against the plan on 
other occasions. He stated that the 
benefits to be derived from the scheme 
under consideration included health in¬ 
spection service, a travelling 
library, and advanced training, 
more assistance from the superintend¬ 
ent, savings to be affected by the pur¬ 
chasing of supplies in larger quanti¬ 
ties, teaching of special subjects such 
as, music, general shop and mechan¬ 
ics and household science. He stated 
that it seemed to be the general con¬ 
census of opinion that with the forma¬ 
tion of a unit such as proposed, it 
meant consolidation and the closing of 
a number of schools, hpwever, he point¬ 
ed out that such was not the case at 
a.l. and that no schools, which had a 
sufficient attendance to warrant their 
being open under existing laws, would 
pe c lpsed. In some instances, where 
high school facilities were available, 
arrangements would be-made to permit 
the children to continue their studies 
without additional fees, as at present 
required. 

Further, when necessary, an addi¬ 
tional room would be added to estab¬ 
lished schools and a teacher provided 
to handle high school work. 

He pointed out that there were elev¬ 
en of these units operating in the 
province at the present time and that 
they were very successful and quite 
determined not to return to their for¬ 
mer status of organization. He em¬ 
phasized the fact that this proposal 
was not a new and untried venture, but' 
had been operating successfully for 
years in many parts of Europe and al¬ 
so in the mapority of the states of our 
southern neighbors. In all instances 
where it was operative only commend¬ 
able reports were forthcoming. 

During the question period which 
followed. Dr. McNally intimated that 
if the formation of such a unit met 
with the approval of the taxpayer 
throughout the district, the organiza¬ 
tion, or election of trustees, would take 
place in October and the Board wvulfl 
be operative by January of 1938. 

This change would not affect the 


then existing contracts of the teachers. 
The new,Board .would take over these 
contracts. 

Captain W. H. Edwards spoke brief¬ 
ly on the proposed area that would be 
incorporated in this unit. The scheme 
as outlined, Would include the follow¬ 
ing municipal districts: No.’s 161, 160. 
159, 189, 158 and part of 167. In this 
area there would be approximately 75 
schools, as at present. The area would 
be sub-divided into five subdivisions, 
and each subdivision would elect one 
trustee to represent them on the 
Board. The Board would consist of 
the five trustees thus elected, the sup¬ 
erintendent and a secretary. 

Quoting from last year’s financial 
statements, Captain Edwards gave fig¬ 
ures to substantiate his contention 
that this district was in a very favor¬ 
able financial position to consider the 
desirability of the formation of such 
a unit. He stated that in some in¬ 
stances the mill rate on the assessed 
valuation was as high as nine mills 
and that he considered that the addi¬ 
tional services as outlined, by Dr. Mc¬ 
Nally could be given throughout the 
area on a six mill rate on the present 
assessment. 

In response to a direct question ad¬ 
dressed to the chairman as to whether 
a vote of the ratepayers would be tak¬ 
en in connection with the introduction 
of the proposed unit, Dr. McNally stat¬ 
ed, that the Department were opposed 
to taking a vote on the question in 
view of the expense entailed. Howev¬ 
er, he expressed his opinion, in view 
of the fact that no antagonistic, argu¬ 
ments or opposition of a serious na¬ 
ture had been brought forth, and in 
view of the enquiring and information 
seeking questions that had been asked, 
b- thought the present gathering were 
in favour of the formation of an en¬ 
larged unit. 

In discussing htis question with a 
number of those attending the meet¬ 
ing, the Advocate believes that the 
majority of those present were very 
favourably impressed with the sugges 
tions of both speakers, and no doubt 
the proposed series of meetings will 
bring forth a better understanding of 
the proposed plan. In some instances 
the trustees seem reluctant to relin¬ 
quish the authority vested in them ol 
engaging and. dismissing teachers. 
However, some seem to feel that this 
authority has been abused in a number 
of instances and that the authoriti 
should be curtailed. The duty of ex¬ 
pelling the pupils, for disciplinary rea¬ 
sons, would also .fall on the superin¬ 
tendent, and this rather unpleasant 
task seems to be willingly relinquished 
by the trustee. It seems to b e goner 
ally considered that more benefits 
would be derived from the central con¬ 
trol method than would be lost in the 
relinquishing of some of the authority 
at present enjoyed by the trustees.

Dominion Scrutinizing Accounts for 
Construction, Highway 

Grants payable to the Alberta pro¬ 
vincial government by the federal gov¬ 
ernment for road construction work 
under the 1936 roads program, have 
been held up because the accounts sub¬ 
mitted were not satisfactory to feder¬ 
al' government officials, it was 'stated. 

Some of the accounts submitted lack 
the certification of the provincial dep¬ 
uty minister of highways at)d the pro¬ 
vincial auditor, it was said. 

The total commitment of the federal 
government in respect of Alberta high 
ways in the last fiscal years was $403,- 
."•52. Up to March 31, accounts paid 
amounted to $230,000. Any not paid 
which have been received come within 
the questionable category above men¬ 
tioned. * 

Pay $66,874 on Millet Road 

On a highway between the south 
boundary of Edmonton and the north 
boundary of Millet, the Dominion con¬ 
tribution was $125,000 and the claims 
paid amount to $66,874. The balance 
is subject to inquiry. The labor de¬ 
partment is very careful to see that 
expenditures are within the lines cov¬ 
ered -by the agreement. 

The "Dominion does not pay, for ex¬ 
ample, for rights-of-way, local surveys 
engineering, supervision or for sand 
and gravel removed or timber cut 
from crown lands. There have been 
cases where—Alberta is not mentioned 
in this particularly—provincial govern 
ments have rented machinery to con¬ 
tractors and sought without success to 
collect from the Dominion government.

According t» gemral opinion of the Liberal convention 
:eld recently in Calgary, only one mistake was made. Tnis 
was the affiliation of the Provincial Libefal Association witl 
lie Federal Liberal organization. This was a piece of en¬ 
gineering no doubt’ satisfactory to Hon J. G. Gardiner, fed-, 
;ral minister of agriculture, but, ro far as can be gathered 
from comment, satisfactory to few others. It definitely 
weakened the good start the convention had made in the 
eyes of the public. The choice of leadership was a broaden- 
ng out and a step outside rigid political paths. It implied a 
.urthtr open-mindedness in selection of other candidates. 
The resolutions which put the party on record in the mat¬ 
er of highways, civil service and other matters would 
ommand the approval of all electors considering the inter 
sts of the province. But the linking up with federal poli 
,;cs was a backward move, signifying either the old polit- 
eal control of which the average voter is very wary, or'else 
»n ignorance of general sentiment. Something must be 
one to remove this cloud, if E. L. Gray and the broader 
lement allied with the paity are tp accomplish what they 
lave set out to do.

red along at a crucial time without results., The lack of 
sympathy with Western needs, or lack of awareness, has 
•reated a lukewarmness toward the Ottawa regime. 

The provincial Liberal Association should be left free to 
follow the path whicli it chose the first day of the conven¬ 
tion. 


CARE OF MUTUAL PROPERTY 


From* other towns come reports of vandalism, aijd de- 
Uuctipr. of public property, and it has been believed that 
.his town is relatively free from such outlawry. But we 
lave by no means reached an idyllic state. It is sometimes 
in-gotten that boulevards and boulevard trees, the parks, 
.he swimming pool are assets which everyone enjoys, and 
vhich should be undeFthe protection of all from the young¬ 
est to the oldest citizen. An injury to such property, anv 
nark of destruction is a loss to all. 

There are evidences that this fact is ignored or forgotten 
it times. The trees which the town plants to make shade 
mil beauty on barren places are sometimes pulled out o. 
twisted by thoughtless children in play. Shoit-cuts are un 
thinkingly taken over young grass on boulevards. 

Down at the swimming pool, the town has Installed screw 
nooks time and again in the dressing rooms, only to hav 
them removed stealthily within a week. This is a -petty an 
ontemptible type of jtheft, bring ng little of v alue to the pe. 
petrator, but a constant annoyance to those vplfo are obliged 
to replace the hooks. Just recently so meon e vas locked into 
the dining room at the paik and smashed down boards in 
order to get out. Last winter half-a-dozen fine shade tree- 
were cut down beside the swimming pool, creating a ga] 
that j^ill take ten years to replace. 

Similar offences, while not large individually, mount up 
jto quite an amount in labor and expenditure for replace 
■lient. The town department in charge of the park and 
such facilities, has a very meagre allotment at its dispos¬ 
al. Almost everyone is desirous that what can' be spent 
should be spent on new improvements rather than on re 
placements. When the shareholders themselves destroy 01 
mutilate property, they are offending against themselves a> 
well as others. And everybody is a shareholder in the park 
and the swimming pool. It is “our park” and “our pool," 
and deserving of as much protection as “my paik” and "my 
pool.” 

The park has been created a bird sanctuary and the 
Scout troops have set out many little bird houses this 
springs .T here i s ge neral pride in the fact that doer and 
pheasant and other wild things feel secure in the protection 
of the park, and the summer birds fill the air with song 
fo the credit of the small boys of the' town, it is believed 
that t! ey are solcitous protectors of the birds. The atmos¬ 
phere of sanctuary takes some time to create, and can be 
ompletely disrupted by one abt of ciuelty or thoughtlesi- 
less. 

The swimming pool and park are natural assets of an 
extremely fortunate town. What has been added to im- 
piove on nature has been done for the benefit of all. Let all 
>njoy these advantages, and protect them.

Held Affections of People to Unusual 
Degree, Carried Heavy War Time 
Burden 


Sir Robert Laird Borden, one of 
Canada’s distinguished statesmen, 
died at the age of 82 years after a 
useful and vigorous life. 

Sir Robert was born at Wolfville, 
Nova Scotia, and entered law practice 
at Halifax after some years of teach¬ 
ing. Soon he became head of the 
leading law firm of the city and of the 
province. It was Borden, Ritchie, 
Parker and Chisholm. Perhaps his par¬ 
ticular forte was the law of the con¬ 
stitution. 

Family Were Liberal^ 

He was not reared for a political 
career. The Bordens were Liberals. 
Sir Frederick, his cousin, was promin¬ 
ent in the party. Once in the House of 
Commons, Sir Robert, then Mr. Bor¬ 
den, was taunted with having made hts 
first political speech for his cousin, 
his' reply being to the effect that he 
had no apology either for that or for 
his subsequent change of political view 
In 1896 the Conservative party in 
Canada was going down to defeat and 
it was not the easiest matter to get 
outstanding candidates. Sir Charles 
Tupper, then prime minister, was un¬ 
derstood to have practically conscrip¬ 
ted Mr. Borden to head the ticket in 
Halifax. He headed the poll but elected 
with him for the dual seats was a Lib¬ 
eral. 

That was the year that Sir Wilfred 
Laurier triumphed. At Ottawa the 
senior member for Halifax inevitably 
became a front bencher from the start 
although he did not push himself for¬ 
ward. 

■ When SiT Charles'Tupper retired as 
leader in 1900, R. L. Borden became { 
the chieftain.’ He had a long, hard 
fight because Laurier was in the hey
